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Malenkov Moves 
Faster Than Joe 


Georgi Maxmilianovich Malenkov is 
‘moving faster than did Joe Stalin in 
securing absolute power for himself. 
Whether the struggle for Stalin’s man- 
‘tle will destroy him, too, is still to be 
‘decided, but there is no indication to 
‘date that this will happen. 

: Malenkov is proceeding in the Stalin 
pattern. The type of absolutism the 
jJatter had established cannot be inher- 
‘ited. It must be forged the way Stalin 
“did it, over the bodies of enemies and 
‘the wreckage of friends. 

; We now have definite proof that the 
‘recent uprisings in the satellite- coun- 
‘tries was due directly to the struggle 
‘for power in the Kremlin. The riots 
and unrest gave Malenkov his big 
‘chance. The concessions that were in- 
‘terpreted as weakness by the captive 
peoples gave Malenkov his victim. He 
-is destroying Lavrenty P. Beria just 
‘as Stalin destroyed Trotsky and all 
‘other potential rivals. Beria is the 
‘scapegoat and the tool through which 
Malenkov escapes the consequences and, 
.in fact, strengthens his hold. 


Who will be next? The fawning 
Molotov survived all of Stalin’s purges. 
He was the willing mstrument for the 
dictator’s policies. His chances of sur- 
‘vival depend upon how great a chal- 
lenge he has offered to Malenkov’s 
ambitions. 

In the meantime, the West has its 
‘greatest opportunity for capitalizing 
“upon the weaknesses inherent in this 
struggle for power. Just how deep these 
weaknesses go, no one knows, but it is 
obvious that Malenkov does not yet have 
control of the Russian slave empire. 
He is operating from a _ position of 
weakness. 

Plato, in his The Republic, said that 
a purge by a dictator is “not the sort 
of purgation which the physicians make 
of the body, for they take away the 
worst and leave the better part, but 
he does the reverse.” 


Many observers point out that this 
is what happened in Russia during Sta- 
lin’s rise to power. He eliminated those 
qualified for leadership because they 
were a threat to him. He chose able 
clerks and administrators, but the po- 
tential rivals were shot or exiled. 

In his enlightening book, The Krem- 
lin vs. the People, Robert Magidoff 
writes: 


“Stalin’s relentless will has 
driven the Soviet nation to mili- 
tary, industrial and scientific ac- 
complishments that have shaken the 
world and released the creative 
energies of the people... . Stalin 
has jolted a nation of illiterates 
into producing armies of engineers 
and technicians, scientists and in- 
ventors, strategists and masters of 
military tactics. He murdered old, 
backward Russia and buried it for- 
a. 5 em : 

“Stalin’s severe limitations as a 
leader are bared by the terrible 
legacy he is handing down to-his 
heirs, a legacy of hatred and resent- 
ments inside the Soviet Union and 
hatred and suspicion abroad. He 
has achieved absolute power but in 
the process he has destroyed human 
dignity and intellectual courage. 
This made it impossible for him to 
resolve the resentments tearing at 
the fabric of Soviet society. He has 
merely driven them underground.” 


With his death, these resentments 
have emerged. They must be encour- 
aged with every means at our com- 
mand until the monstrous tyranny that 
Stalin built topples from its own weak- 
nesses.

Milk Producers Have 
Us Mighty Confused 


Goings-on at the meeting of the 
Georgia Milk Producers Co-op Associa- 
tion in Macon leave one slightly con- 
fused, to say the least. 

The producers want to oust Charles 
Duncan, director of the State Milk Con- 
trol Board. Furthermore, they want to 
cut down on the allotment to the board 
for operating expenses. 

They are considering the manufac- 
ture of powder from summer's surplus 
milk, such powder to be turned back to 
fluid during thé winter shortage. And 
they are giving consideration to a pro- 
posed bill that would outlaw in Georgia 
all foods not made from Grade A milk. 

The desire to oust Mr. Duncan seems 
to stem from the feeling that the milk 
board director lends a more receptive 
ear to the petitions of the distributor 
and the consumer than he does to those 
of the producer. (The consumer is sur- 
prised. ) 

They are not all one happy family. 

On the operating expenses of the 
board, we think the producers have a 
point. The milk board is costing the 
producers, distributors and stores in 
Georgia well aver $100,000 a year. They 

; 


are beginning to ask if the value re- 
ceived is in proportion. 

The recommendation for production 
of milk powder comes from a man who 
not long ago sought a blanket ban on 
that product in Georgia. Evidently, in 
some quarters there has been a switch 
from the belief that powder is poison. 

But mostly we are confused about 
this Grade A business. 

Farmers and dairy specialists have 
been telling us we needed more con- 


. densing plants and cheese factories as 


a market for Grade B milk. Grade B 
is that which comes from the farm with 
a few cows. The owner cannot afford 
the equipment necessary to meet Grade 
A standards. 

But Grade B milk is acceptable for 
cheese or condensing, the process itself 


rendering the milk safe for human 


consumption. 

The proposal that only Grade A be 
legal for manufacture of food implies 
a desire on someone’s part to put the 
small farmer out of the milk business. 
It implies border patrols ready to shoot 
bluing into cheese. 

It creates a conflict—on one hand a 
campaign to build up a Grade B mar- 
ket and on the other a direct effort 
to tear it down. 

One thing is certain. Personalities, 
politics and prejudices have the milk 
problem in Georgia pretty well fouled 
up. The situation is badly clabbered. 
And the trouble isn’t the hot weather.

Cotton Research Need 
Is an Acute Problem 


A loss of market demand amounting to 
900,000 bales of cotton was said recently in 
Washington to be a consequence of tire 
manufacturers turning to other substances 
for fiber. 

William Rhea Blake, executive vice- 
president of the National Cotton Council, 
told an agricultural subcommittee of the 
Senate appropriations group recently that 
tire manufacturers had begun using other 
fibers because the cotton industry had in- 
adequately gone into research. 

Mr. Blake said that the reduction in the 
market for cotton could mean the differ- 
ence between acreage and no acreage al- 
lotments. in 1954. 

This ig a serious charge of shortcoming 
by one intimately concerned with the cot- 
ton industry. We in the Birmingham dis- 
trict are thoroughly aware of the increas- 
ing need for continuing research of the 
type carried on by Southern Research. 


Thomas L. Stokes 
Measures Studied 
To Save Forests 


WASHINGTON —As when man bites dog, 
so it is a story around here these days when 
somebody tries to do something to strengthen 
our laws to conserve our natural resources. 
That is unique, indeed; for the trend has 
been the other way, that 
is, to try to weaken our 
conservations laws and 
policy. 

So it’s 
commend a couple of 
legislators, a Republi- 
can in the House, Rep. 
Clifford R. Hope of Kan- 
sas, and a Democrat in 
the Senate, Clinton P. 
Anderson of New Mex- 
ico, who are in the 
role of man biting dog. That is, they are 
trying to protect our national forests from 
a racket that has been going on a very 
long time. 

Since 1872, in fact, and the 1872 Min- 
ing Act. 

Under the loose terms of that law, it is 
possible for anybody to get hold of 20 acres 
in our Western national forests—or even 
much more—by filing a ‘‘mining’’ claim 
at the county courthouse and paying a re- 
corder’s fee of $1.25. Eastern national for- 
ests are not affected. 

It is so possible that right now there are 
some 84,000 such claims staked out in our 
Western national forests, embracing about 
2,000,000 acres, of which less than 3 per 
cent actually are producing minerals. Some 
folks have put up fishing. and_ hunting 
lodges on their ‘‘claims,’’ some summer 
homes, while some have used them as graz- 
ing lands for cattle. It is possible to get 
more than 20 acres by creating an ‘‘asso- 
ciation’’ and listing up to eight names which 
entitles the ‘‘association’’ to 160 acres. 

The government is frustrated to act, for 
neither the forest service nor any other 
agency is notified of the claims. 

The “‘settler’’ can just hold on to his 
claim indefinitely by an affidavit every 
year that he has done $100 of ‘‘assessment 
work.”’ If he wants to sell the timber, 
then he must get a ‘“‘patent’’ for his. claim 
to give him cléar title. 

Of land in the ‘‘patented’”’ category, there 
is a total of 915,688 acres in our Western 
national forests that has thus passed into 
private ownership. On less than 15 per 
cent of this have mines been operated suc- 
cessfully as commercial enterprises. 

This checkerboard of ‘‘claims’’ and ‘‘pat- 
ents’’ impédes conservation procedures. It 
damages the land and causes erosion in 
some cases. In some places there has 
been unsound cutting of timber and over- 
grazing. It interferes with management of 
timber resources by the U. S. Forest Serv- 
ice, including the harvesting of overmature 
timber. | 

Though the remedial bills by Representa- 
tive Hope and Senator Anderson differ in 
some respects, their objective is to separate 
surface rights from mineral rights, so that 
the government retains control over sur- 
face rights necessary for conservation. Both 
have provisions to weed out existing worth- 
less or fraudulent claims and for safeguard- 
ing the public interest in future claims 
by proper registry.

Are Busy as Bees 


Women frequently are exhorted by their 


‘Civic organizations to take a more active 


interest in politics, to get out and vote, etc. 
This exhortation hardly seems necessary 
in light of a recent study here in Georgia. 
Women have a big stake in government, 
nc we and if there is any Sis- 
e° tership among the sex, 
- they should look after 
~ each other more or less 

= automatically. 
The Employment Se- 
curity Agency of the 
Georgia Department of 
Labor: has come up with 
a study presented under 
the nonglamorous title 
of “Georgia Female 
Employment by Indus- 
try.”” The first such work undertaken by 
the state, it reveals women hold more than 
one-third of all government jobs in the 
state. There are approximately 142,000 
people in government work in Georgia, and 
20,000 of these persons are women. (The 
study includes all levels of government: 

federal, state and local.) 


This female study has a lot of interesting 
facts in it. For instance, Georgia has more 


women in nonfarm employment than does. 


the nation as a_ whole, percentagewise. 
Thirty-three per cent of the industrial work 
force in Georgia is composed of women as 
opposed to a 30 per cent feminine partici- 
pation in the nation. 


The Labor department study explains 
this comes about because of the large num- 
bers of women employed in textile mills 
and apparel plants. 
cent of workers employed in the apparel 
industry are women, the study says. 


Women have their hand in the money 
business also. Forty-five per cent of the 
workers employed in finance, insurance 
and real estate are women. 

Here's a rundown on what women are 
up to, industrially: 

There are 200 women employed in min- 
ing and 1,400 in construction. 

More than 1,500 women are engaged in 
some sort of work in connection with ‘‘log- 
ging camps, sawmills and planing mills.”’ 
The study does not state the form of em- 
ployment; clerical, one would guess. 

Five hundred women are in stone, clay 
and glass products; 

More than 9,000 work in the food in- 
dustry; 

Nearly 50,000 work in textile plants; 

More than 63,000 work in fields of whole- 
sale and retail trade. (This is the largest 
classification for women workers.) 

The study, of course, does not go into the 
matter of the chores women perform around 
the house. We're tempted to say this work 
doesn’t count—there are so many automatic 
household devices these days—but our bet- 
ter judgment, and a glaring wife, per- 
suades us that isn’t the proper thing to say.

Argosy Wreck Yields Pre-Christian Art

CHAPTER VII 

The grandest of undersea dis- 
coveries, to our taste, are the 
wrecks of pre-Christian ships. 

Twice we have visited classic 
wrecks and recovered riches 
beyond gold, the arts and arti- 
facts of ancient times. We have 
located three more such ves- 
sels that await salvage. 

In 1907 one of the gnome-like 
Greek divers was prospecting 
for sponges in the Mediter- 
ranean off Mahdia on the Tuni- 
sian east coast. He found row 
after row of huge cylindrical 
objects, half buried in the mud, 
127 feet down. He reported that 
the bottom was covered with 
cannons. 

Admiral Jean Baehme, com- 
manding the French Tunisian 
district, sent helmet divers 
to investigate. The divers 
raised one of the cylinders, 
heavily encrusted with marine 
life. When the organisms were 
removed marble fluting was re- 
vealed. The ‘‘cannons’’ were 
Greek Ionic columns. 

Alfred Merlin, director of an- 
tiquities in Tunisia and Salo- 
man Reinach, famous archaeol- 
ogist, attributed the art to Ath- 
thens of the first century, B. C. 
They believed the argosy had 
foundered about 80 B. C. while 
carrying the loot of Roman 
Dictator Lucius Cornelius Sulla, 
who had sacked Athens in 86 
B. C. 

We first heard of the argosy 
in 1948. Arriving at the area, 
in our research ship, the Elie 
Monnier, we found no signs of 
the wreck after six days. 

The seventh day a_ lookout 
shouted. My companion, 
Philippe Tailliez, far underseas 
in his aqualung, broke water, 
tore out his mouthpiece and 
yelled, ‘‘A column! I found a 
column.”’ 

Old records indicated the one 
pillar had been dragged away 
from the wreck and abandoned 
when operations were termi- 
nated. 

The argosy was ours. 


The world of the argosy was 
twilight blue in which our flesh 
was a greenish putty color. The 
far-off stn gleamed on the 
chromed regulators, winked on 
the frames of the masks, and ’ 
ensilvered our exhaust bubbles. 

The blond basement suffused 
a reflected light strong enough 
to make a color movie of the 
divers at work. I believe it 
was the first color film made 
at such a depth. 


The Athenian marbles were

dark bluish shapes, blurred 
with blankets of marine life. 
We dug under with our hands, 
dog-fashion, to pass. cargo 
slings under them. 

As the stones ascended, col- 
or grew on the crust. At the 
surface they swung into the 
air ablaze with life. As they 
drained on deck, the Joseph's 
coat of flora and fauna faded 
into the earth shade of death. 


We scraped, scrubbed and 
hosed the snowy marble vo- 
lutes and bared them to their 
first Sun since ancient Athens. 

Of the stones on the floor. 
we took four columns, two 
capitals and two bases. We 
raised two mysterious leaden 
parts of ancient anehors, which 
were found near the supposed 
outlines of the ship in posi- 
tions that indicated the an- 
chors had been stowed when 
the vessel sank. She must have 
met her fate- suddenly.

indicated that the helmet div- 
ers had excavated extensively 
in the stern. 

I selected marbles. from a 
compact area on the starboard 
side amidships and sent them 
up to clear an area for exca- 
vation. 
ful water hose to blow away 
the earth. A _ slight current 
conveniently carried off the 
mud -we raised. 

Two feet down we stubbed 
our fingers on a solid deck 
covered with leaden plates. 
The sea washed mud into the 
hole almost as fast as we 
clawed, but we felt enough of 
the sturdy deck to estimate 
that the Roman ship is two- 
thirds intact. 

We dug up an Ionic capital 
which was encased entirely in 
mud. No mollusks or plants 
had reached it. It scrubbed 
down to the pristine beauty of 
the days when it was carved, 
before Christ was born. 

I'am confident that amidships 
there is unbreached cargo. I 
am certain that then as now 
that the crew lived in the fore- 
castle, the least desirable place 
of a ship; that there are inti- 
mate possessions and_ tools 
buried there that could tell us 
about what kind of men sailed 
the Roman ship. 

We found iron nails corroded 
to needle thinness and bronze 
nails worn to bright threads. 

We turned up a _ millstone, 
with which the sea cooks had 
ground grains carried in am- 
phoras. We brought up yard- 
long pieces of Lebanon cedar 
ribs covered with the original 
yellow varnish. (It would be 
useful to know how to make 
marine varnish that will sur- 
vive 20 centuries of immer- 
sion.) 

I dug down five feet at the 
prow against the sliding sands 
and embraced the cedar stem- 
post. I could barely touch fin- 
gertips around it. , 

In our davs in the huge ar- 
geosy off Tunisia, we were 
merely scratching at history's 
doorstep.

The anchor. parts, each

We dug around for the arms 
and found none. The finds 
could only have been the 
stocks, or top ecross-bars. The

est weight at the top of the 
anchor? 


We formed a 
nation. The 


possible expla- 
ancient’ ships 
did not have anchor chain, 
but used rope. A modern an- 
chored ship driven by wind or 
current keeps its hooks fast 
by means of horizontal stress 
on the lower end of the anchor 
chain. 
The Roman anchor rope 
drew taut in such conditions 
and would have lifted the 
wooden hooks if the top had 
not been weighted with a lead- 
en stock, which provided the 
horizontal stress. 
We worked six days in the 
Roman argosy, absorbed with 
its clues to original seaman- 
ship. We wanted to dig for 
the ship itself.

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Army Says Fraud Found 
In GI Dependents Claims 


WASHINGTON, July 10—P—The Army announced 

today it has uncovered evidence of widespread fraud in GI 
claims for living quarters allowances for dependents. 
] The Army estimated about $18,- 
000 a month was being paid out 
to unauthorized persons in Puerto 
“Rico alone. All allotment claims 
in the United States and Puerto 
‘Rico are being investigated, the 
Army said. 

Allotments are paid to enlisted 
men’s depedents when the gov- 
ernment is unable to provide ade- 
quate living quarters for them. 
They range from $51.30 monthly 
for a private with one dependent 
to $96.90 for a master sergeant 
with three or more dependents. 

The Army said evidence of 
fraud so far involves mostly par- 
ents rather than wives and chil- 
dren. 
| Army personnel involved will 
be tried by a court martial, and 
dependents will be prosecuted by 
ithe Justice department, the Army 
‘said. The Justice department also 
will be asked to decide whether 
payments can be recovered by 
claims against persons convicted. 

The Army said fraud may exist) 
in as many as 281, or 41.6 per 
cent, of cases investigated in 
Puerto Rico. That many claims 
have been disapproved but some 
could involve ‘‘honest mistakes,’’ 
a spokesman said. 

In a spot check of 200 allotment | 
cases in the United States, 
‘‘claims where entitlement does 
not exist appear to have been 
made in 17 cases,’ the Army said. |
